The 
advantage of the cache memory is that a cache is useful when RAM accesses is slow compared with the microprocessor speed, because 
cache memory is always faster than main RAM memory. Examiner would like to bring to Applicant's attention that Examiner rejected the 
claims under 35 USC 103 obviousness and not under 35 USC 102 in the previous office actions. 
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
